2 Cawron, March +17. 
At an interview with the Vicuroy yoater- 
day, His Excolluncy Chao Pik, Minister 
of the Boord of Finance, who ie on 
niiasion of investigation into tho currency 
of tho Empire of China, the totter asked 
Bis Excellency Choufu why the subsidiary 
coins were at such a great. discount on the 
market, Choufu replied that the unsatis- 
factory result was brought about by the 
over mintage of coins, Tho intrimaic value 
was lowered owing to mixture.
